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JAFFA WAS annexcd to Tel Aviv following 
the War of Independence, when it was 
conquered by Jewish forces and most of its 
Arab population fled, save for some 300 
families. But it has taken the authorities 
almost 40 years to take a step that could make 
Jaffa's Arabs feel themselves a real part of the 
city. 

Over the past several months, the 
overnment, the Tel Aviv municipality, the 
lewish Federation of Los Angeles and the 
Jewish Agency have begun a joint effort to 
remedy some of the consequences of decades 
of neglect by incorporating the Arabs of Jaffa 
into Project Renewal. 

The all-Jewish neighbourhoods of Jaffa 
were rehabilitated in an earlier phase of the 
project, while the mixed Jewish-Arab section 
- one of the country’s biggest and most 
notorious slums — was forced to wait. The 
combined project for social and physical 
renewal now being launched covers the areas 
known as Central Jaffa (Lev Yaffo) and 
Ajami. 

These two arcas lie between the tourist 
centre in Old Faffa and the flea market to the 
north, and the all-Jewish immigrant housing

The dilapidated

For years the entire area suffered the 
uncertain fate of transition zones located 
between the main business and entertainment 
district of the city and the residential areas 
farther out from its centre. 

For the Jewish immigrants who arrived in 
the 1950s, it was a place that people moved 
out of as soon as they could afford to, leaving 
behind the old and the poor. But it has 
attracted Arabs unable to find opportunities 
in their villages: Most of the Arabs there at 
present have come from the Galilee or the 
central part of the country. 

For the planners of Tel Aviv, there has been 
no doubt about Ajami's value as a prime site 
for commercial and_ residential 
redevelopment. Several years ago, the 
municipality and the Israe! Lands 
Administration worked out a plan to revitalize 
the beachfront zone, called the Jaffa Slope 
Pian (Midron Yaffo). It calls for the 
construction of a marina, Juxury housing and a 
luxurious centre for guests from abroad 
sponsored by the Tel Aviv Foundation. 

ap moh rg as stipulated by the slope 
plan implied the need to raze much of Ajami 
and move out the slum-dwellers to make way 
for the rich. This naturally aroused the 
opposition of the residents, who had become 
increasingly embittered by years of neglect on 
the part of the authorities. 

The advent of Project Renewal, with its 
stress on rehabilitation instead of relocation, 
has allayed the suspicions of the Arab 
residents only to a certain extent. The area 
targeted for housing renovation and 
enlargement encompasses only part of Ajami, 
thus leaving a question mark hovering over 
the future of the rest of the neighbourhood. 

One toca! Arab leader who is determined to 
fight plans to demolish any part of Ajami is 
Nassim Chacar, the head of the League for 
Jaffa Arabs which claims to represent Jaffa 
Arabs in municipal affairs. Chacar, 36, is a 
lawyer from an old-line Jaffa family that 
stayed after 1948.

ἃ redical, His personal politics -- he is a

“For years we fought. for Ajami to be 


’ included in Project Renewal,” he says, “We - 


are taking part in the local stéering committee 
for the project becaus¢ we see a positive 


potential in it. For too long we have been a 
step-child of the municipality, We felt 
insecure in our own home, always locked in 
confrontation with the authorities. 

“Project Renewal gives us an opportunity 
for change. The process now started can lead 
us to feel a greater identification with the city, 
which we haven't felt because of 
discrimination and neglect." 

How does he view the involvement of the 
Jewish Agency and the Jews of Los Angeles in 
the project? 

“Ff the Jewish Agency is willing to help, why 
not? This doesn’t mean I have to accept the 
other things they do. [ am happy about the 
decision of Los Angeles’s Jews to support the 
project. This means that they want to help all 
those who livé here and not just their own 
people. 

“If the situation here had not been so bad, 
though, they wouldn't have taken on this 
project. They said that they were ashamed to 
see such neglect in the midst of the Jewish 
state. The aid we are getting from the Jews 
abroad will vg us gain our equal rights in this 
country. This ἰ5 a positive precedent.” 

With his professional training, civic 
consciousness and activism, Chacar resembles 
other Jaffa Arabs who have jumped in to take 
an active role in planning the project. The 
others include teachers, principals, social 
workers and leaders of local associations. The 
Jewish population seems to lack a similarly 
talented and highly-motivated group of 
activists who can serve as their representatives 
in the project. 

This disparity is explained by the fact that 
the ambitious and talented Jews have 
traditionally moved out of the area, while the 
Arabs had no alternative but to stay put and 
wait for better days. 


AJAMI IS not the first Arab area to be 
included in Project Renewal, but it is by far 
the biggest and most problematic. However, 
this: is the first time that a Diaspora 
community linked to the project has sought to 
develop “twinning” relations with Arabs 
similar to those previously created with Jewish 
neighbourhoods. :

Ne‘eman blamed the army for its 
self-sufficient, narrow-minded 
attitude; while Barbash pointed out 
that some persons function properly 
only inside the strict, parameters 
imposed by military life. 

In both cases, however, the image 
of the idea! civilian army -- that is, of 
an army that conducts itself in ἃ 
civilian fashion with civilian 
sensibilities - is seriously 
questioned. 


THAT GLORIFICATION of 
military values has had a definite 
influence in moulding entire 
generations of young people, who 
aspire to be as heroic as their 
parents were. This was already clear 
In Paratrooper, but was made even 
clearer in Dan Wolman's Nigér 
Soldier. 

Wolman's hero doesn't even get a 
chance of being one of the mythical 
paratroopers, since, as is revealed at 
the end of the film, he has been 
found emotionally unfit for military 
service.

The background for Smile of the 
Lumb is almost identical. The 
military, acting as an occupation 
force in an Arab village, react 
violently when fire is opened on a 
patrol from the hills and the 
commander decides to punish the 
entire village until they disclose the 
identity of the attackers. 

One of the actors, Makhram 
Khoury, repeats*his role in A Very 
Narrow Bridge and again plays the 
Israeli commanding officer - an 
ironic choice, since Khoury is an 
Arab. 

What happens in Shimon Dotan's 
adaptation of David Grossman's 
novel is a clash between military 
logic, represented by Khoury, and 
the humanist approach advocated 
by the unit's doctor, played by Rami 
Danon. The outcome is inevitable: 
humanism is not merely defeated 
but destroyed, while military logic, 
which has neither time nor patience 
for the cultural and national aspects 
of the problem, prevails on both 
sides. 


Ricochets restricted itself to‘one side 
only.

the last coupte of weeks of an Israeli 
patrol in Lobanon, before the 
official withdrawal.

The sume could be suid of the 
Isracti patrol in Avanti Populo, one 
of the most imaginative films made 
in Isracl lately. The protagonists are 
two Egyptian soldiers stranded in 
Sinai after the Six Day War, and the 
theme is the dilemma facing the 
Isracli soldier: what do you do with 
an enemy who doesn't act his part? 
Do you believe him, can you believe 
him, whatis your military duty? The 
film’s ending indicates (hit the army 
itself doesn’t have a clear answer to 
the problem. 


GIVEN THIS confusion, it is not 
surprising that a picture like Late 
Swamer Blues, talking about the 
past but referring very much to the 
present, indicated that the passion 
for heroism in the younger 
generation is by no means universal. 
But even the staunchest peaceniks, 
once they have to decide whether 
they really want to dodge the draft 
and turn their backs on the national 
consensus, march meekly into the 
Tec centre, maybe because 
they ze (here is no real chuice. 

And t films keep pouring in. 
Don't Give a Damn and the recently 
teleased Shell Shock both deal with 
war disabilities. the emotional ones 
being much worse than the physical 
ones. In the first one, adapted from 
a best-selling novel by Dahn Ben- 
Amotz, a young man paralysed from 
st down finds it much harder 
fo face his invalidism on the 
emotional level than on the physical 
one. 

The second film was made by just 
such ἃ person, director Yoc! Sharon 
having been crippled in the Yom 
Kippur War. His story was the 
subject of a moving documentary 
made at the time by Eli Cohen. Now 
he himself has adapted some of the 
true stories he encountered in the 
hospital, stories about people who 
never succeeded in ridding 
themselves of the war trauma. How 
relevant this topic is can be gathered 
from the fact that a second film on 
exactly the same subject, and using 
the same title, Shell Shock, is now 
being finished by another young 
filmmaker, Yossi Somer. 


PROBABLY THE most urgent 
dilemma facing Israeli soldiers 
today is featured in another new 
film, still to be released, going for 
the time being under the title War 
Shepherd. 

The subject was painfully present 
in some of the films already 
mentioned. Noam Tavor starts by 
considering it as a theoretical 
question and gradually moves to its 
practical application. An Israeli unit 
on patrol in enemy territory is seen 
by an Arab shepherd boy. Should he 
be killed to preserve the secrecy of 
the operation, or should he be 
spared, as the innocent bystander he 
is? This is the subject of a short 
story, left with an open end, which 
film students are asked to adapt into 
a movie. 3 

The dilemma itself, and the way it 
is observed by the students, is in 4 
sense the dilemma of every Israeli 
soldier nowadays, wondering what 
exactly is expected of him when he 
faces, not soldiers in battle, but 
women and children whose 
intentions he can only guess at. — 

One would clearly wish this 
conflict existed only in films. The 
snd truth is that in this case, films 
only copy real life. One could also 
wish that movies would supply 
satisfactory answers to these 
questions. But they don't. They only 
reflect the profound confusion and 
anxiety affecting the whole of Israeli 
society. They are a faithful if 
anguished portrait of a nation 
desperately trying to understand 
itself and-its conduct. 
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IN HIS 1963 book The First New 
Nation, in an attempt to provide a 
better understanding of the 
problems facing new nations and to 
assess their performance in the 
context of America's early nation- 
building experience, leading 
American _political-sociologist 
Seymour Martin Lipset wrote: 
“There were many threats to secede 


(from the Union) in the first decade 4 
of national existence, and the .- 


threats came from both northern 
and southern states. 

“In 1798 two future presidents, 
Jefferson and Madison, sought the 


passage by a state legislature of : 


nullification ordinances which 


proclaimed the right of each state to Ὁ 


decide the extent of national 
authority to be tolerated within its 
boundaries. After leaving national 
office in 1801, various Federalist 
leaders sought in 1804, 1808, and 
1812 to take New England or 
northern states out of the Union. 

“Later, when the slavery issue 
became important, both 
abolitionists and defenders of 
slavery talked of destroying the 
Constitution and the Union. 
Because of their opposition to 
slavery, some northern states urged 
-non-cooperation with the 
government during the Mexican 
War, perceived by them as a 
struggle to extend slave territory. 
There were, in fact, many deserters 
from the American Army during 
this war. It is apparently the only 
case known in which a body of Unit- 
ed States soldiers after deserting 
subsequently formed distinct corps 
in the enemy's army...” 

There is an understandable 
tendency, in assessing the 
performance of states and societies, 
to seek to equate their life cycles 
with those of individuals. Israel at 
40, it is said, should be seen in terms 
of the “Crisis of 40,” which 
reputedly besets men and women 
when they realize that the first half, 
or possibly the first two-thirds, of 
their lives are behind them and that 
they can no longer escape coming to 
grips with the existential reality of 
old age and death. 

The analogy might be apt if states 
and societies were expected to live 
only the biblical three-score and 10. 
Byt those are obviously not the 
expectations of the founders of 
societies, or even of those who live 
in states which are already hundreds 
of years old. In this context, 40 is 
barely past teething age. 


IN LOOKING at Israel at 40, it is 
often exasperating for many of us to 
Perceive that we have not yet solved 
many of our basic problems and 
that, in effect, we have even 
Yetrogressed in several areas of 
public life. This feeling of 
exasperation is often followed by 
one of despair — that “If we haven't 
learmed by 40, we'll never learn, and 
there is simply no hope for the 
future, which can only be bleak and 


One of our problems is that we 


insist on judging ourselves as if we 


and our problems were unique in 
the world. The truth is that our 


e ἃ in the first 40 years of 
independence is very much part ofa 
much broader global pattern in the 


establishment of a large number of 
New states and societies, not only in 


” the'40-odd years since the end of 


World War ἯΙ, but in the past 200 
years. Australia is just now 
celebrating the second centenary of 
ils founding, and only 12 years ago 


* the United States was also involved 


in similar festivities, awash in the 


* pathos of patriotic nostalgia and, 


here and there, in some thoughtful 
national stock-taking. 

: In seeking to establish a 
comparative context for answering 
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Comparing how we have done in our 
first 40 years since independence with 
achievements of the United States at 
the same age, Yosef Goell is amazed to

the question of how we have done in 
our first 40 years since 
independence, | read up on what the 
U.S. was like at the same age. 
Clearly, the late 1980s are ἃ far cry 
from 1816, and there are limits to 
how far one can stretch analogies 
over time and geographic space. I 
was, nonetheless, amazed to 
discover a large number of 
similarities between our two new 
nations, and an even larger number 
of areas in which Israel's 
performance in the formative early 
peried of her own nation-building 
was immeasurably better than that 
of “the first new nation.” 

One of the best studies I found of 
early American life was Lipset’s 
book. He wrote: “There is a 
tendency for older nations to view 
with impatience the internal turmoil 
of new ones. Coupled with this is a 
tendency to expect them to 
accomplish in a decade what other 
nations have taken a century or 
more to do. A backward glance into 
our own past should destroy the 
notion that the United States 
proceeded easily towards the 
establishment of democratic 
political institutions. 

“In the period which saw the 
establishment of political legitimacy 
and party government, it was touch 
and go whether the complex balance 
of forces would swing in the 
direction of a one- or two-party 
system, or even whether the nation 
would survive as an entity. It took 
time to institutionalize values, 
beliefs, and practices, and there 
were many incidents that revealed 
how fragile the commitments to 
democracy and nationhood really 
were.” 

Lipset writes of the problems of 
establishing a national identity and a 
sease of national legitimacy and 
authority which beset the first new 
nation and of the zig-zag struggle 
leading to its commitment to 
democracy. How do we compare 
along these lines? 

Despite hand-wringing in the last 
few years, commitment to 


democracy is one area in which 
Israel has performed better than all 
the other of the world’s states which 
won their independence in two 
waves following this century's two 
World Wars. In comparing 
ourselves to the U.S. in this regard, 
there are some points of similarity 
and some in which we have 
definitely performed better. 

τ In regard to the democratic rules 
of the game, there is often much 
made of Israel's problematic 
electoral system. The problem with 
it is not that it is undemocratic; it is, 
to the contrary, one of the fairest 
systems known. The problem is that 
it does not produce effective 
government, which is a serious 
problem but still a very different 
kettle of fish. 

We have had a very broadly- 
based electorate from Year One and 
there was never any question about 
women — or Israeli Arabs, for that 
matter — having the vote. And our 
consistent voter participation rate is 
between 80 and 90 per cent. 

In comparative terms, we tend to 
forget that the U.S. went over to the 
popular election of senators and 
gave the vote to women — half of its 
previously disenfranchised 
population - only in the 20th 
century, close to 140 years after its 
independence, 6 stil] adheres to 
electing its Chief Executive by an 
electoral college, whose original 
purpose was expressly to deny the 
masses of the people the power to 
elect the president directly. 

In 1816, the U.S. was still 
governed by alternating cliques of 
its landed aristocracy and moneyed 
families. Its populist revolution was 
atill to await the election of Andrew 
Jackson in 1828, which ushered in a 
protonged pattern of political 
corruption, the spoils system and an 


‘undoubted decline in political 


manners. 


ISRAEL WAS democratic with a 
vengeance from its inception. Its 
own populist revolution came with 
the electoral victory of Menachem 
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Begin and the Likud in 1977. In 

these past 11 years, it often seemed 

that the Likud has been determined

of the [¥50s in terms of 
| corruption, and the 
U distribution of spoils for 
Momeinu (the boys). But 
there is simply no comparing the 
retrogression in this regard in Israeli 
politics to the depths plumbed by 
these aspects of political life in 
America. When it comes to a 
decline in political behaviour and 
manners, however, it would seem 
that the Knesset and our various 
Party central committees would put 
the America of the early 19th 
century to shame. 

Perhaps [srael’s most impressive 
achievements in her first four 
decades as a new nation have been 
the firm establishment of a sense of 
national identity and of the 
legitimacy of the authority of 
national institutions. These 
ichievements arc impressive not 
only when one compares them with 
the serious problems besetting 
nearly all of the other new nations of 
the 20th century, but also when 
compared to the pace of 
development of the early U.S.: 
America managed to give a decisive 
answer to the problem of her 
internal national legitimacy only 
after the Civil War, a full 90 years 
after independence. 

We are marking (I doubt if many 
of us are celebrating) the 40th 
anniversary of our independence on 
the backdrop of the dramatic events 
in the occupied territories. Those 
events and their critical spinoffs in 
our international political situation 
serve to remind us that we have 
hardly made any progress in solving 
the existential problem of our 
relations with the surrounding Arab 
world, with the Palestinians in the 
territories and with the large Arab 
minority in Israel. 

There is no sense in seeking to 
minimize these problems. But it 
may be somewhat reassuring to note 
in a comparative context, that the 
U.S. at 40 had not yet begun to 
come to grips with the problem of 
black slavery. When slavery finally 
did become the central divisive issue 
in American politics in the 1830s 
and ‘40s, it seriously threatencd the 
internal unity of the.U.S. for three 
decades. . 

[1 is also interesting to note that 
the morally much more horrible 
problem of the genocide practiced 
agninst the American Indtans, never 
turned into much of # political issue 
in the America of the {9th century. 

1 found two other comments by 
Lipset on the early United States 


. which [ believe could be pertinent to 


our condition, and especially to how 
we feel about ourselves as we turn 
40, In writing of the Americans" 
perception of themselves in those 
early decades, he says: “...Also, the 


absence of rapid) muss 
communication systems meant that 
Americans were relatively i 
and hence did not immedia’ 
compare their conditions with those 
in the more developed countries, 
The United States did not so 
urgently face a ‘revolution of rising 
expectations” based on the 
knowledge that life is much better 
elsewhere." 

Writing of the role of the 
intellectuals in new nations, he 
remarks, “America was much more 
fortunate than contemporary new 
States in that the European cultural 
values with which its intellectuals 
identified were not very different 
from those held by the majority of 
the population. [n contemporary 
new nations, the young intellectuals 
are likely to be alicnated from their 
own society because they feel drawn 
to cultures which speak a lunguage 
foreign to most of the citizens of 
these socicties. 

“..intellcctuals play an important 
role in most new nations in 
formulating the objectives and 
rationale -of the struggle for 
independence. But after 
independence, Icftist and populist 
ideologies, and an emphasis on 
practical pursuits as most useful in 
an ‘underdeveloped’ society, press 
the intelfcctuals to withdraw from 
effective group participation in 
politics. And their concern with the 
‘good opinion’ of the elite of the 
former metropolitican power may 
even lead them to depreciate the 
achievements of the nation which 
they helped bring into being. For 
new nations are not only populist 
and pragmatic; they are also 
provincial. The resulting tension 
between intellectuals and the 
dominant forces in the new nation 
may constitute a handicap in 
formulating an effective national 
self-image."

How is Israel’s tiny 
Vietnamese minority faring, a 
decade after it found refuge 
here? Ken Schachter talks to 
the ‘boat people’ who fetched 
up on this country’s shores.

So absorbing is the Vietnamese 
work ethic - prompting employers 
to call them among the best on their 
staffs -- that other of their concerns 
are often overshadowed. One Viet- 
namese businessman tells of spend- 
ing less than one waking hour each 
day with his family as the rest of his 
day is devoted to work. 

Because the population is so small 
and dispersed, practice of organized 
religion remains problematic. But 
Buddhism and Confucianism, the 
most widely-held faiths among the 
community, allow adherents to 
practise rituals in their homes. 

Many of the younger generation, 
like non-religious Israeli Jews, sim- 
ply devote themselves to temporal 
pursuits without worrying about 
spiritual matters, although some in 
the community gather at a lunar 
new year celebration led by Phong. 

Phong once flew Bell heticopter 
gunships in the Vietnamese air force 
and now brings a flyboy verve to his 
work as owner of the Da La Thien 
Chinese Restaurant on Derech Beit 
Lehem in Jerusalem. One moment 
he'll be warmly greeting .a diner 
(Shalom, erev tov”), and the next 
he's running to check an order and 
pick up a dish.

SEEING THAT Bach cantatas are 
so devotional, it was not surprising 
that Varone'’s Cantata 78/Every 
Waking Hour (music: Bach), which 
has already been performed by his 
own group in the United States, 
should have a ritualistic element 
that could be inferred from the out- 
stretched arms pointing outward 
and upward; but some gestures — 
like the hands tapping the body -- 
were not as easy to define. The 10 
dancers were in some sense a con- 
gregation and the work had strong 
emotional flow — not predictable but 
potent. 

Tgal Perry's Bolero (music: Ravel, 
of course) was a surprise. Instead of 
being just a revised version of what 
he had done before for the Batsheva 
company, it seemed like a new 
work, When the curtains opened the 
dancers were lying on the floor but 
rose one at a time in the reverse of 
domino effect — in silence. All wore 
black but the: women’s see-through 
skirts had hems lined with red and 
there were tinges of red at the arm- 
pits and the badice fronts. 

First moves were a rhythmic 
march — two steps and a pause -- 
“tune” with the music, as in the 
former version but there were more 
frequent: breaks into solos, duets, 
quartets and sextets, arms and legs 
swinging, lifts and shifts, turns and 
twists ~ all constantly calling atten- 
tion, by the recurrence of the 
marching, to the cunning variations 
in the musical texture. This was rich- 
er than Perry's original work and 
bore witriess to his development. It 
will be interesting during the Israel 
Festival to see Maurice Béjart's al- 
ready-famous treatment of Bolero.

SOMETIMES, the choice of a sim- 

ple restaurant is not just a matter of 

money and Dag Bareshet is a case in 
int. 

As one walks along Rehov Dizen- 
goff, the brightly lit restaurant with 
its cheerful pastel decor invites one 
to come in off the street. The plain 
wood and marble tables evoke a 
feeling of freshness that is so impor- 
tant in a fish restaurant, and the 
array of salads near the entrance 
conveys a feeling of plenty. 

The menu is short and simple. 
There are half-a-dozen appetizers, 
most of them made with fish, and a 
Ps ge larger number of types of 

ich one may order as 8 main 
course. A few soups and salads and 
side orders of vegetables and onion 
rings complete the selection. The 
price of a main course includes the

salad bar. 

The truth is that the array of sal- 
ads made jt quite unnecessary to 
order a first course and we only did 
so out of a sense of duty. I tried the 
h’reime, a North African dish in 
which fish is stewed in a hot pepper 
sauce, 

Just as £ feared, the portion was 
enormous, but it was also delicious. 
The hot pepper was spfficiently hot 


to bring tears to my eyes, but not so 
hot as to sear the lining of my 
stomach. 

My companion’s marinated 
matjes herring was, if anything, 
even better. The herring was still 
salty, but not excessively so, and it 
arrived in a creamy sauce with lots 
of sliced onion and carrot. 

T took advantage of what is appar- 
ently Ὁ pee by Carmel Miz- 
rahi and had a miniature bottle of 
their Cabarnet Blanc, the white 
“blushing” wine made with red 
grapes. The wine, with its aggressive 
fruity bouquet and flavour, went 
well with the not overly subtle food. 

That does not mean that I did not 
thoroughly enjoy the. fried grouper 
steak which 1 ordered for my main 
course, It was fresh and had none of 
the dryness that onc sometimes 
finds in this fish, The lemon and 
butter sauce served olongside, on 
the other hand, was rather watery 
and I proferred the juice from the 
~large wedge of lemon served with 


the fish, 

My companion meanwhile 
dealt with a large fried trout, com- 
plete with almonds. Though it was 
very tasty, the trout could have been 
cooked just a trifle less far my taste. 

With the fish came a large empty 


late for each of us for the salads. I | 


egan dy trying a little braised 

wash in tomato sauce, eggplant 
with a similar sauce, whole raw 
mushrooms, grated carrots and cal- 
sins, and marinated cooked cauli- 
flower. My companion tried the 
green and red peppers in tomato 
sauce, the fried eggplant, raw toma- 
toes, cucumbers and lettuce and a 
creamy mayonnaise dressing. 

More important than any compo- 
nent part was the salad bar as a 
whole. The salads were especially 
attractive and several times during 
our meal I noticed the manager nr- 
ranging them and adding to them 
when necessary. 

With overything clse as good as it 
‘was, it was a pity that the restaurant 


could not come up with better des- 
serts, especially since a kosher fish 
restaurant has the opportunity, 
which meat restaurants do not have, 
of using cream to produce mouthwa- 
tering delights. 

The fruit salad was tasty enough 
and made with fresh fruit. But it 
seemed to have been prepared lon 
before, so that the strawberries in i 
had been reduced to a pinkish mush 
that pervaded the entire salad. The 
bavazian cream was almost tasteless 
and seemed to have been made from 
some sort of inferior mix. They were 
the only two items on the menu. 

If, as I suspect, there is no one 
who can make a good dessert, there 
is no shame in ordering pastries 
from one of the fine bakeries which 
abound in Tel Aviv. 

The bill for the two of us, includ- 
ing the miniature wine, a soda, tea 
and coffee, came to NIS 75, rather 
more than one need pay as it is not 
necessary to order a first course and 
inadvisable to order a last course.

WHEN MARINA LEVITT was al- 
lowed to emigrate from the USSR in 
1978, she wanted to be a singer in 
Israel, not in the U.S. 

“T wasn't even interested in going 
to the U.S. for a visit,” she said a 
few hours before leaving Israel to 
return to Bloomington, Ind., where 
she is finishing her master's degree 
at Indiuna University. “I was forced 
to leave Israel because I couldn't 
develop professionally here, and I 
regret that very much.” 

Upon her arrival here, she was 
not yet a singer. She had a diploma 
from a teachers’ college in conduct- 
ing and piano, 

“In Russia, you're not allowed to 
start studying voice until age 18, and 
I didn’t want to wait that long when 
I could enter this music teachers’ 
college at 15 and have my diploma 
by 19." 

Here, she studied with Netanya 
Dovrat — “the best voice teacher in 
Israel" — for five years while obtain- 
ing her bachelor's degree in music 
from Tel Aviv University's Rubin 
Academy. 

“Meanwhile, I was teaching voice 
to the best choirs, singing solos in 
the Rinat Nationat Choir, and ap- 
pearing with some of the country’s 
orchestras. By the time 1 graduated, 
there was nothing further for me to 
do here.” 

She could not get scholarship as- 
sistance to study in the U.S. (she 
doesn't know why), so she took the 
money she had b.en earning from 
voice teaching and went to New 
York at her own risk. 

“I had to take whatever jobs J 
conld get there, cleaning houses and 
working in restaurants. I had just 
been accepted to the National Op- 
era Centre in New York — depend- 
ing on one more audition, because a 
new music direotor was brought in 
just at that time - when suddenly I 
got a call from Israel telling me a 
bcholarship was available for Indi- 
ana University. But 1 would have to 
accept it on the spot if I wanted it. 1 
decided to take it.” 


MARINA LEVITT’S short visit 

here recently was to give two con- 

certs with the Jerusalem Symphony 
rchestra. 

“They received me very well,” 
she said, “but I'm sorry the idea to 
bring me over came from the Amer- 
ican conductor and not from Israe- 
lis. Also, I was only paid for one of 
the two concerts. in Israel, singers 
are expected to work for nothing, 
though’ nabody would expect ‘the 
same of, say, a doctor. The reason I 
agreed was that I hadn't seen my 
mother in two years, and couldn't 
afford to make a trip on my own.”

THERE'S AN OLD English poem 
that says that when summer is com- 
ing in, the cuckoo sings loudly. 
Well, summer certainly must be 
here, for the entire Northern Gali- 
lee seems to have turned into “cuck- 
oo land.” I don't remember ever 
having seen so many pairs of these 
big birds with their dark and light 
barred feathers in this area, Once 
they were seen mostly in the Judean 
Hills and the Coastal Plain, but now 
they're all over Galilee.” 

The cuckoo gets its name from the 
call of the maie, a soft and almost 
continuous “cuckoo, cuckoo," all 
day long. The females don’t make 
this sound much, but both birds 
make their presence unavoidably 
noticed by their second call, one 
given off in moments of excitement, 
when they take flight while uttering 
a sound that is somewhere between 
the rattle of 1 machine gun and 
someone clearing their throat loud- 
ly. And cuckéos seem to find plenty 
to be excited about, because this 
rather unpleasant cry is heard at fre- | 
quent intervals throughout the day, 
accompanied by the missile-like | 
flight of a cuckoo or a pair of them , 
across the garden. | 

Cuckoos build no nest and reat 
of birds, for it is rare for a higher 
order of wildlife to be a parasite -- 
which is what cuckoos are in their 
reproductive system. 

Cuckoos, build no nest and rear 
no young. They mate in early sum- 
mer, shortly after finding a suitable 
nest: belonging to some other bird. 
In Israel, this is most often the 
domed nest of one of the warblers. 
. There, the finding of a nest appar- 
ently triggering off the egg-laying 
cycle, the female cuckoo deposits 
one egg in the nest when the real 
owners are away for a few moments, 
and then blithely flies away, her part

Freed’s career was de- 
stroyed. Though Innocent, he 
was broken in spirit and died four 
years later.

THE WORI.D IS full of revolution 
- of armed struggle to overthrow 
corrupt regimes, uf the creation of 
new political systenis and the exhila- 
rating triumph of idealism and opti- 
mism, But what happens when the 
revolution is over, and the heady 
excitement of victory gives way to 
the plodding methods of the new 
ruling class and the establishment of 
the dreaded committees from which 
issue endless rules, regulations and 
guittelines? 

The National Theatre’s produc- 
tion of Faashen, brought to [sract by 
the British Council, is a play that 
asks the questions: “Is there life af- 
ter the revolution, and how do the 
people cope with their new 
leaders?"

ef the revolution, rose up and threw 
off the oppressive yoke of their 
landlords, acquiring land, stock, 
and implements. 


THE WORD fanshen means to turn 
the body, or to turn over. It became 
the battle cry throughout China of 
the millions of landless serfs who 
fought to free themselves from their 
econumic and political bondage. 
But it all soon became a bureaucrat- 
ic morass. 

Indeed. the play leaves no doubt 
of its intention to prick the balloon 
of revolutionary ardour. Its opening 
words are an announcement to the 
populace: “There will be a meeting 
today. In the square after the noon 
meal. There will be a mecting.” To 
which one villager responds icidly, 
“Another meeting. Perhaps today 
they wish to redistribute our farts." 

Throughout the performance, 
banners appear which echo the rev- 
olutionary slogans of the camrades, 
turning fervour into frozen dogma. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


For example, onc man complains 
that: the landlords sit back while he 
works the land and that he should 
stop paying rent. At this point, a 
banner inscribed δεῖς Stop Paying 
Rent descends. At other times, the 
dronings of committee meetings are 
punctuated with pennants proclaim- 
ing, “They Talked for Eight Hours” 
or “They Talked for Three Days.” 


THE CLIMAX of the first act is the 
arrival in the village of a Communist 
official, who explains that the new 
agrarian law will be implemented 
“through a rigorous process of 
classification." 

“You must take care,” he tells the 
villagers, “for on these classifica- 
tions will depend what everyone is 
to get. how you ure to live for the 
test of your lives.” 

When some of them question the 
wisdom of this centralization of 
power, the functionary’s comment is 
τι classic example of how words lose 
their meaning through overuse. He 
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states that “over 10 million 

have already fanshened, ral pend 
are some areas where the peasants 
have only partially fanshened or not 
fanshened at all. Now, finally, ey. 
eryone must fanshen.” 

So tell us again, what exactly is 4 
fanshen? 

The message which permeates the 
play is that, no matter what the form 
of government or the type of “ism” 
under which a nation operates 
there will always be one unchange- 
able condition: there will be the 
leaders and the led, and there will 
be irreconcilable tension between 
the two groups. 

Fanshen is directed by Les Wa- 
ters. It will tour the country for a 
week beginning Apri! 26, with two 
nights at the Wadi Salib Auditorium 
of the Haifa Theatre, followed by 
performances at the Jerusalem The- 
atre’s Rebecca Crown Auditorium 
on the 28th and in Tel Aviv at Habi- 
mah's Meskin Auditorium on the 
29th and 30th. o

The art world 


Face into 
painting 


Meir Ronnen 


PORTRAITS, EVEN non-literal 
ones, rarely fail to immediately en- 
gage the observer. What a pleasant 
change it is to enter a gallery and 
have the immediacy of the works hit 
you before you are barely across the 
threshold! “Portrait/Figure” is ἃ 
limited version of a the show seen at 
the Chelouche Gallery in Tel Aviv a 
few months ago, assembled by Nira 
Yitzhaki. Though some of the better 
pieces are missing from this Jerusa- 
Iem venue, the exhibition is a wel- 
come change from what is usually 
offered of Inte and well worth a visit. 

The gem on view is one of the 
smaller works, a vibrant canvas by 
Ori Reisman, who is being honoured 
with retrospectives up and down the 
country at the moment. Devoid of 
defined facial details, it still depicts 
the character of the sitter (the artist 
himself) while being first and fore- 
most a marvellous painting. Reis- 
man, in this work at least, bids fair 
for title of Israel's finest colourist. 

Most of the works in the show 
succeed precisely because they are 
primarily concerned with being 
good paintings rather than literal de- 
scriptions. Hf anything, they reflect 
an inner state of mind, or see the 
face and body as a landscape to be 
explored, as in the mass of nude by 
Hannah Levy, who seems to have 
found herself in this mode. Best of 
all, almost all the works are thor- 
oughly professional in treatment 

presentation. 

The wide diversity of style is also 
entertaining. Yossi Mark shows a 
monolithic oil and charcoal of an

enlarged face; equally literal but 
very different is the small oil of the 
dreamy face of a young woman, 
half-Vermeer, half William Dobell, 
by Jan Reichwarger. The gentle lin- 
ear nude with its strange light 
streaming from the buttock, by Ana- 
toly Bassin, with not a single unnec- 
essary stroke, is sheer magic. Tova 

tells you something about 
her faceless ‘Figure’ with just 
stance and colour. Other partici- 
pants are Uri Stettner, Anton Bider- 
man, Michael Gross, Ofer Lelouche, 
Avi Ezra, Asaf Ben Zvi, Benny Zil- 
berman and Sara Katz, A pity that

ANOTHER NON-PROFIT gallery 
is host to two very different but 
thoughtful artists. Jennifer Bar-Lev 
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Hagit Sterenschuss: oil painting 
(Debel Gallery, Ein Karem), 


(b.1948), trained at the Parsons in 
New York and at the Avni Institute 
in Tel Aviv, shows large acrylic 
paintings on unstretched linen that 
employ stencilled texts of childhood 
or adolescent memories, evidently 
with the intention of forming some 
sort of subliminal connection be- 
tween the text und the hard-cdge 
gcometric colour putterns in which 
they are embedded. Her work is a 
stepchild of Robert Indiana and Jen- 
ny Holzer but originally designed 
and well brought off; she has a good 
sense of colour. 

Less immediate but more inter- 
esting are several types of paintings 
and relief sculptures by Bezalel 
graduate (1986) Amnon Ben Ami (b. 
1955) who, in at least one work, a 
minimalist serial affair employing 
dice centred in hard-edge squares, 
appears to have been influenced by 
Bezalel lecturer Reuven Berman. 
Ben Ami cleverly examines various 
aspects of flat and dimensional reali- 
ty. In a long, flatly-painted, near- 
monochrome mural featuring a man 
pouring a finjan of coffee into a cup, 
he employs both line and shape and 
several “pictures on the wall” to 
express both perspective and depth 
at various points along the ie Dif- 
ferent aspects of linear and volumet- 
ric dimension are again examined in 
a relief made of wooden slats and 
painted glass tumblers. In one de- 
tail, Ben Ami encapsulates a com- 
picte litte design beneath the tum- 

ler itself. Ben Ami also employs 
unusual materials in creating a 
strange little sculpture with a curi- 
ously penile projection. Altogether, 
an interesting effort. (Aika Brown 
Galleries, Yad Harutzim, Talpiot 
Industrial Zone). 


A GROUP show features Hagit 
Sterenschuss in a new light. Her 
large pastels of virtual movie-poster 
figures of young people have given 
way to detailed oils of the same. Her 
gift for picture-making is as strong 
as ever but the details of eyes, for 
instance, are merely banal in her 
new medium. Then again, her paint- 
ing of a mother and child in a park 
renders the figures in a curiously 
naive manner. While she has trans- 
lated the shadowed path with great 
care, Sterenschuss does not seem to 
have thought through all the impli- 
cations of making the transfer from 
one medium to another. 

The same can also be said of the 
drawings of Moshe Kron, who has 
not yet solved the problems of co!- 
our harmony in getting away from 
his earlier, essentially tonal works, 
yet his serial oil pastels of Terra 
Sancta (as it was 40 years ago, sans 
traffic) and the garden of an Arme- 
nin monastery are not without in- 
terest. Finally, there is an atmo- 
spheric painting on paper of the 
Seine by Alexander Okun, who also 
spoils matters by showing a large 
graphite drawing of a very disjoint- 
ed nude of a lady of the night, each 
portion of the figure being quite out 
of proportion to the next, to no 
good point. (Debel Gallery, Ein 
Karem). Till May 9. 


Gil Goldfine 


JOSEPH HIRSCH (b. Germany, 
1920}, noted Jerusalem artist-teach- 
er, isa master of the wash technique 
in deeply-toned, cool and warm 
monochrome. Hirsch descrihes his 
contrived still-life and elastic por- 
traits with a language all his awn, an 
artistic dialect based on distillation 
of form and a modulated tonal clar- 
ity. Quiet drama emerges from sim- 
ple arrangements of a skull, shell, a 
favourite jug, bits of fruit and bolts 
of geometrically printed textiles 
strewn diagonally across the straight 
horizons of the table top. 

Hitsch's paintings scem to deal 
more with the reflection and refruc- 
tion of light rather than with the 
direct description of solid objects. 
There is a soulful effervescence that 
pervades the tactile surfaces of the 
subjects, which are softened by the 
watery translucency of the descrip- 
tive planes. The soothing quality of 
the wash technique is contristed by 
a syncopation of linear rendering 
and stately composition. The crusti- 
ness of Hirsch’s contours meshes 
beautifully with the quict timbre of 
the overall painted surface. (Sara 
Kishon Gallery, 31 Frug, Tel Aviv.) 


DAVID SHVILI's 10-page “mani- 
festo” allempts to give credence and 
substance to several new three-di- 
mensional installations and several 
recent drawings on coated paper. 
The obtuse written statement is 
heavy and unnecessarily academic 
(it reads like a doctoral bibtiogra- 
phy), while the art is interesting, 
pleasing to the senses and creates a 
situation in which one is stimulated 
to ask vital questions about the 
meaning and cycle of the forms. 


Hedva Entebbe: installation

Characterized by a controiled and

A FRONTAL attack en one’s aes: 
thetic senses is mounted by Moshe 
Amon’s colour photo enlargments 
of the last station of the slaughter- 
house. Bins of pigs’ heads, pails of 
bloody bovine entrails und plucked 
poultry hung on a butcher's hook 
are direct to the paint and uneditor- 
ialized, despite the shock value. By 
contrast, these brutal images hang 
side-by-side with a score of rather 
ordinazy colour photos of uninhabit- 
ed buildings, alleys and melunchely 
portals bulging with the peeling 
signs and poetic rust which so many 
photographer-artists have enjoyed 
zooming in on before. By now it’s all 
ho-hum.

THREE WOMEN sculptors show- 
ing together approach their art each 
ina different, yet contemporary, 
minner, Mirlt Cohen-Caspi, the 
most substantially orthodox of the 
trin, constructs free-standing, woud:

THE IMPACT of Japanese wood- 
cut prints on the styles and content 
of 19th century European art is a 
well-documented story. A current 
Haifa show highlights a reverse, 
lesser-known phenomenon: the ab- 
sorption of Western concepts and 
subjects into Japanese art at the turn 
of the century. A wide rnge of 
prints and hanging scralls produced 
in Japan during the “transition” 
years of 1870-1930 illustrate this 
process, the synthesis of European 
perspective, naturalism and treat- 
ment of light-and-shade within an 
art of line and flat colour and com- 
positional devices unique to the 
countries of Eastern Asia. 

Some prints, inspired by popular 
pictorial journalism abroad, depict 
contemporary events (n type of ar- 
tistic activity prohibited in Japan for 
the two centuries prior to the Meiji 
restoration). One work shows the 
Emperor at the horse races (and 
incidentally illustrates that the urlist 
has learned to depict movement in 
the Western style); another docu-

Images in other prints appear to 
be traditional subject-matter, at 
least at first sight. For example, a 
series of portraits of women scem to 
fall within the traditional Uktyo-e 
courtesan mould; but the expres- 
sions on their faces are different; in 
place of the usual dull or vapid fen- 
tures, these madern women have an 
emancipated look, with faces full of 
character and intelligence. 

Nikonga painting, the modified 
modem version of traditional Japu- 
nese styles, is well represented here 
by a score of hanging scrolls with 
designs brushed in ink on paper or 
silk. Subject-muatter, ut least in the 
examples on exhibit, shows little de- 
partuce from traditional themes af 
landscapes, birds, Nawets and Bud- 
dhist folklore, Flowever, Evropean 
influence is evident: there is a less 
dreamy, more cealistic treatment of 
scenic views, a brighter range of col- 
ours and stronger graduations uf 
light and shade. (ΤΊ και Muscum of 
Japanese Art).

in-law. In 1979, Vietnam allowed 
140,000 members of its ethnic Chi- 
nese mony to flee the country. 
The price: 300 grams of blackmarket 
gold per person. Phong and his wife, 
an ethnic Chinese, seized the oppor- 
tunity. He disguised himself with 
dirty clothes and a shabby hat so 
checkpoint authorities wouldn't sus- 
pect that he had been an army offi- 
cer, and he passed himself off as 
Taiwanese with a false passport se- 
cured by his mother-in-law. 

In exchange for the gold provided 
by his mother-in-law, Phong and his 
wife were given spots on a fishing 
boat ~ along with about 640 other 

Ople. 

“Many of the boats were sink- 
ing,” Phong said, inhaling a Marl- 
boro in his restaurant. “Fifty to 60 
per cent died at sea because of the 
Pirates and the weather.” 

__ Phong considers his boat “lucky” 
in that Thai pirates merely took 
their belongings and water and were 
unable “to do any rapes,” simply 
because the crush of the refugees 
left them no room. After a week, 
the boat reached the shore of Thai- 
land, but a Thai navy vessel towed 
them back to sea. For three more 
days at sea, the engine was malfunc- 
tioning so the boat “‘belonged to the 
waves and the wind.” On the 10th 
day, a Chinese mate working aboard 
8 Thai fishing vessel swam to their 
aid, fixed the engine and advised 
them how to land. 

, The refugees turned off the boat's 
lights and several hundred metres 
from shore, they swam in. After a 
month and a halfin a Thai refugee 
camp, 350 of the refugees, including 

ng, were put on a boat under the 
Pretence of being transported to an- 
Other refugee camp. As the boat was 
towed to the mouth of the sea, he 
said, “I counted ‘1-2-3’ and every- 

body jumped inte the water.” 
weeks later, Phong was 


transferred to a UN refugee camp, 


where he waited for a flight to the 
U.S. But one day, an Israeli diplo- 
‘Mat visited the camp, offering the 
ead of Phong getting work 85 


“IT knew Israel from high schoot 
and university," Phong explained, 
“and that the Israeli Air Force is the 
best,” so fic jumped at the opportu- 
nity, joining the third and final 
group of 197 refugees to reach Isrucl 
from camps in Thailand, Singapore, 
Hongkong and the Philippines. 


ONCE IN Sderot, Phong sought to 
push forward with plans to get ἃ 
civilian pilot's licence. Delay fol- 
lowed delay until finally he was told 
that with hundreds of unemployed 
former air force pilots afoot, he was 
unlikely to find work flying. But, 
Officials promised, Phong would get 
a three-year scholarship and be re- 
trained. Then, after four months of 
Hebrew classes at a Beersheba tech- 
nical school, a Jewish Agency offi- 
cial told him the facts of life: such a 
scholarship would cost an inordi- 
nately luge amount of money. 

First the pilot's licence went duwn 
in flames und now this. Phong was 
getting the picture. 

“T eried,” he snid, showing only 
the barest trace of bittemess. ‘Then 
he told the Jewish Agency official, 
“T have two hands, 10 fingers. You 
hold that money for people who 
need it.” That afternoon he hor- 
rowed 500 lita from friends and took 
his wife and new baby to a city they 
had never seen ‘efore: Tel Aviv. 
The first weck in the big city Phong 
ate only bread and drank water from 
garden hoses. 

They moved in with another fam- 
ily and Phong found a job as a cook 
at a hotel. 

“1 lied,” Phong said. “I said 1 was 
acook in Vietnam with three years” 
experience." Though the deception 
was soon exposed, he kept his job 
through sheer steadfastness, by 
coming to work two or even four 
hours early and helping others do 
their chores. Later, Phong, who is 
40 today, became a partner in Jeru- 
salem’s Phoenix Restaurant, recent- 
ly leaving that business to open his 
own restaurant. 

Like Phong, Μίηβ Kong Lee, now 
22, was in the third group of Viet- 
namese to reach this country. 
Ming's ethnic Chinese family has 
fled two communist regimes in the 
last 50 years, leaving Canton, China 
with the victory of Mao Tse-tung, 


.and Vietnam four years after the fall 


of Saigon in 1975. 

Until then, Ming had been study- 
ing at a Chinese school. The victory 
of the North Vietnamese, he re- 
membered, altered his curriculum 
considerably. Not only was the 
study of Chinese forbidden, but 
courses took on a peculiarly political 
cast. "ΑἹ! the books said, ‘We beat 
the Americans. The Americans are 
no good." That's ail we studied,” he 
recounted. ᾿ 

The communist regime also sti- 
fled what had been a free economy 
in South Vietnam. 

“After 75. it was a little hard to 
work in business,” he went on. “ΑἹ! 
your work was related to the gov- 
ernment. So everybody started to 
get into the black market.” 

For example, Wong Ha, now a 
partner with Ming's parents in the 
Tien Tsin Chinese Restaurant in Ra- 
mat Gan, had been a cook al a 
Saigca restaurant until comnwnist 
authorities began their clampdown; 
he (θη began to deal in black mar- 


-ket gold, cameras and appliances. 


Ming, too, went “underground,” 
studying Chinese in a “black mar- 
ket™ school, as he called it. 

After Ming's family fled South 
Vietnam by boat for Thailand, word 
spread that it was possible to go to 
Israel rather than wait years for en- 
try to the U.S. A neighbour of 
Ming's aunt in New York was Israeli 
and the aunt’s letters softened Isra- 
el's war-torn image. 

“We knew Israel was a good 
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country, a good society,” Ming suid. 
“We knew from the news that there 
was war there, but my aunt told us 
not to worry aboul war, that it’s a 
quiet life.” 


CALLING LIFE in Israel “quict™ 
may be stretching the point. But 
Perhaps, πὶ light of the hundreds of 
thousunds killed in the Vietnam 
War and the harrowing escape Ming 
and the others made from their 
country, Israel is indeed tranquil. 
But that is not to say that the Viet- 
namese haven't had to deal with 
some rather wrenching adjustments 
once they arrived here. 

Though the Vietnamese initially 
were settled in Sderot and Afula, 
they have since moved around the 
country, with the largest community 
centred around Tel Aviv, particular: 
ly in Bat Yam and Jaffa. Their influ- 
ence is perhaps most most keenly 
felt in the national diet: Many work 
in hotels antl restaurants, and Chi- 
nese foud, once considered exotic in 
Isracl, has become almost conmon 
fare. (Authentic Vietnamese food, 
meunwhile, remains difficwt to 
find.) 

In talking to the older generation, 
one repeatedly hears that the He- 
brew language is the toughest hurdle 
fur these inimigrants to overcome. 
For the youngsters, though, there is 
a different problem. 

“They love it here,’ Ming said of 
the children in his community. “The 
kids aged! 10-15 speak to each other 
in Hebrew, It's not so comfortable 
for them to speak Chinese.” 

As with other immigrants, the 
question inevitably arises of army 
service. Israeli-born Vietnamese are 
expected to be inducted into the 
army when they come of age, but 
the IDF appears to be giving those 
born elsewhere an option. Both Hai 
and Ming suid the IDF notified them 
that their service would be welcome; 
so far, neither has taken advantage 
of the offer. 

Then there's the problem of bro- 
ken families. Phong's father, ἃ for- 
mer reporter for United Press Inter- 
national, remains in Vietnam and 
making contact with him is difficult. 
Hai charged that the Israeli govern- 
ment has balked at admitting the 
relatives of Vietnamese-Israelis who 
are languishing in refugee camps in 
Thailand, Singapore and the Philip- 
pines. And although Vietnam has 
begun granting tourist visas - even 
to former American soldiers eager 
to see the scenes of their action 
again -- holders of Israeli passports 
generally aren't allowed in. 

And then there's romance to con- 
sider. Hai declares that he’s happy 
in Israel, but laments that his mar- 
riage prospects are dim. Young girls 
weren't among the Vietnamese who 
settled here, posing a problem for 
him and about 30 other eligible 
bachelors. A practical young man, 
Hai recognizes that if he can't marry 
a Jewish girl without converting, 
perhaps some other accommodation 
can be worked out if the govern- 
ment is willing to play Cupid. 

“We can’t get married now; we 
need Vietnamese girls!” he said em- 
phatically, “Tf can't stay here alone 
till I'm 40 years-old! I have to find a 
girl, We want the government to 
take in more Vietnamese girls!" 

After about a decade in Israel, 
will the “Boat People" set saif once 
again, in search of new fortune and 
romance, or have they found a 
home in the “quit Middle East? 

“Many of my friends fee! this is a 
difficult country," Phong respond- 
ed. “The most difficult is the tan- 
guage. But after nine years, 1 feel 
it's an easy country with warm peo- 
ple.” Israel may lurch from one cri- 
sis to another, he said, but the Viet- 
namese “don't want too much. We 
don't took up to the mountain. 
Whatever we've got, we've got."1

sociologist, new immigrants to Israel should also be 
taught the local linger. Body language is an integral 
aspect of communication, especially in Israel, where 
every limb has a vocabulary of its own. 


New immigranis from Ethiopia were particutarly 
bewildered by the subtleties of hands and fingers 
jabbing out in different directions. The “hand push,” 
which means "leave me alone" to an Israeli, is a friendly 
greeting to an Ethiopian; the “hand flick,” which to an 
Israeli translates as “enough already,’ means "! love 
you” to a newcomer from Ethiopia. To help the 
immigrant differentiate between leave me and love me, 
a dictionary of nonverbal language was proposed. That 
would clarify such Israeli classics as the bus-stop-queue 
elbow uppercut, the index-finger temple-tap ("ya 
crazy?!), the thumb-to-fingertips forearm bob (‘'don't 
rush me’), and of course the [-don't-want-to-get- 
involved shoulder-shrug with verticat open hands, raised 
eyebrows and thrust chin. That will be some dictionary 
through which to let your fingers do the walking.

MY ANSWER was yes. 

The Altalena arrived at Kfar Vit- 
kin, a small natural harbour about 
20 miles north of Tel Aviv, at dawn 
on Sunday morning, June 20. Nego- 


tiations were still going on by radio 
between ship and government. She 
went out to sca again shortly after- 
wards to avoid being spotted by 
United Nations observers and re- 
turned to Kfar Vitkin that evening 
after dark. 

Most of the 500 volunteers and 
some of the arms were put on the 
beach with the help of the local pop- 
ulation. At dawn, the baffled volun- 
teers were surrounded by govern- 
Ment troops and armoured cars. 
Confused arguments continued, 
confused terms were agreed, but 
communications between ship and 
shore broke down. Muddle reigned. 

The first shots were fired that af- 
ternoon. During the night, the Alta- 
lena slipped out to sea with its crew, 
a few score volunteers, Begin and 
other Irgun leaders and most of its 
cargo of arms. The following morm- 
ing those left on the beach surren- 
dered and were allowed to disperse. 

With the first shots fired on the 
beach at Kfar Vitkin my part in the 
affair ended before it had started. 
Though many refused, Jew had fired 
on Jew. There was no need of a 
Shabbes Goy. 

I did not matter now where the 
Altalena went. It was doomed to 
surrender, capture or destruction. It 
was up to Begin to decide which. 
On Monday night, the Altalena 
beached at full speed in Tel Aviv 
about 100 yards from the shore and 
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disectly in front of the Kaete Dan 
Hotel, the United Nations Truce 
headquarters. It is difficult to find ἃ 
logical explanation for the extraor- 
dinary decision to beach the ship 
rather than surrender. 

Perhaps, Begin felt that the gov- 
ernment would not dare fire on the 
Altalena in full view of the popula- 
tion of Tel Aviv and the United 
Nations, and that he could continue 
to negotiate with the government. If 
so, he was grievously wrong. Mortar 
and rifle fire started at dawn. The 
whole of Tel Aviv, the entire press 
corps and UN personnel watched in 
horror as the ship was bombarded 
all day and Jew killed Jew. 

I watched from the roof of the 
Park Hotel, a stone's throw away. 
Men jumping from the ship were 
fired on as they,swam ashore. Blood 
dyed the Mediterranean as men died 
in the afternoon. There ‘was no 
white flag. At tea-time, mortar 
shells set the ship on fire and the 
ammunition started to explode. The 
ship was abandoned. The last survi- 
vors jumped into the seu. Begin was 
the fast man to leave the ship. 


EIGHTY-TWO Jews were killed at 
Kfar Vitkin und Tel Aviv.

THE ONLY offspring to carry o 

the Danish name legitimately is 
“Danish Plus.” It is the successor to 
the Danish complex's separate 
housewares and giftwares branch, 
which was originally Tamara Toll- 
man's “‘baby,” and which was the 
only section of Danish still making a 
profit when it folded, 

“The Danish name is definitely an 
asset,” confirms young business- 
woman Diana Wolfson, who early 
this year bought for $350,000 from 
the temporary receiver the Tight to 
use the name “Danish Plus," along 
with the stocks remaining at the 1] 
branches when the company folded, 
She had to agree to stick to house- 
wares and giftwares, and not to sell 
furnitare per se. 

Wolfson renegotiated the leases 
on three of the branches, which ney- 
er closed — at Kikar Hamedina and 
Dizengoff Centre in Tel Aviv and 
the one in Kfar Shmariyahu — and is 
currently decorating new premises 
in Ramat Gan’s main commercial 
Street, Rehov Bialik, and is negoti- 
ating for premises in Jerusalem and 
Haifa. 

At age 27, Wolfson has a success- 
ful six-year business career to her 
credit. An economics graduate im- 
migrating from Denver, Colorado, 
and backed financially by her father, 
she and her husband Ofer set up 
Colour Express, a pioneer in one- 
hour photo-developing chains. They 
now have six branches. 

Wolfson has not found much to 
change yet in the successful formula 
of Danish Plus. Virtually everything 
is imported - mainly from Italy, 
Germany, Scandinavia and En- 
gland. Danish Plus was,. and re- 
mains, the exclusive importer of 

Arzberg porcelain ware from Ger- 
many. Everything at Danish Plus, 
she says, Wolfson, is an exclusive 
brand or at least an exclusive design 
in Israel. 

Among the new lines Wolfson has 
added are English hand-made glass 
items and traditional-style ceramic 
bathroom accessories. She predicts 
a revival in romantic furnishing 
trends as in anything else, but the 
predominant colours at Danish Plus 
are still the solid reds, yellows,

FEW ANTIQUITIES are as com- 
mon in excavations, museums, and 
private collections as the primary 
source of artificial light in the ancient 
Mediterranean, terra cotta lamps. 
Much rarer are lamps made of glass, 
and it is one particular group of glass 
lamps which provides the major 
focus of Light: Lamps and Windows 
in Antiquity. 

Originating in the study of glass 
lamps from the Temple Mount in 
Jerusalem, which she began nearly 
30 years ago, Dr. Engle’s book con- 
centrates on glass lamps with a solid, 
often beaded, stem. She reviews the 
evidence for the generally accepted 
belief that these lamps were set in 
groups in metal rings (polykandela) 
as illumination in churches, citing 
lamps, holders and mosaics repre- 
senting them from churches in Beit 
She'an, Beit She’arim, and nearby 
Apamea, in Syria. Adding-to the 
evidence, recent excavations at 
Jerash (Jordan), published by the 
Department of Antiquities, Am- 
man, in 1986, have uncovered a 
significant number of these lamps 
from 8th-century church contexts, 
including a bronze ring-shaped poly- 
kandelon (lamp holder) found with 
fragments of glass lamps in the chan- 
cel of the Church of Bishop 
Marianus. 

In spite of the popular view, Dr. 
Engle does not believe the evidence 
is sufficient to suggest the exclusively 
ecclesiastical use of these lamps, In 
discussing the Bishop Marianus 
Church glass, K. Gawlikowska con- 
firms that few of the beaded lamps 
and bronze ring holders have actual- 
ly been found in controlled excava- 
tions of churches, other than at 
Jerash. She cites only a lamp from a 
destruction level of 746 CE in a 
church at Pella (Jordan), and others 
from the Church of St. Titus at 
Gortyna (Crete), which remained in 
use until the 9th century. Neither 
these nor the new finds from Jerash 
contradict Dr. Engle’s position; 
altogether, it is stil! a small group. 

. Moreover, although at Jerash few 
of the glass lamps with beaded stems 
were found outside of church con- 
texts, this does not seem to be the 
case elsewhere. Dr. Engle notes that

PETER KAZARAS'S operi singer 
father and musicologist mother told 
him from an early age that smart 
people don’t become Opera singers, 
So he studied law, choosing New 
York University Law School instead 
al Harvard because his vuice teach- 
er was in New York. 

Kazaras, now visiting here for the 
first time to sing Quint in the New 
Isracli Opera's production of The 
Turn of the Screw by Benjamin Brit- 
ten, practised law for two years. 
“Then, when [ decided | wasn't 
ready to spend every waking mo- 
ment pleasing senior partners, 1 quit 
in 1978 and began singing 
professionally.” 

His career development as a sing- 
et was als atypical, “like every- 
thing else in my life, Usually, a sing- 
er finishes the conservatory, starts 
as an apprentice in a small company, 
does smaller roles and then bigger 
roles. 1 did some smali roles, but 
when I got good reviews and good 
management, [ had some excellent 
opportunities.

Jazz Gilead Limor 


Bustin’ out all over 


aN 


OVER THE past month or so, a lot of local albums have been released. 
New releases by Shlomo Artzi, Rita, Vardina Cohen, Astar Shamir and 
others are literally swamping the record shops. 

Surprisingly enough, quite a bit of local instrumental music has also hit the 
stulls, and it seems that Israeli jazz is entering its new heyday. 

This probably began with the Eilat Jazz Festival last autumn, an event 
which, had it been held two months earlier during the summer, would have 
been much more successful. Some 40 Israeli jazz artists and groups appeared 
at this cool-weather festival and since then, rama of the names which 
appeared there have cropped up with increasing frequency all over the 
country, most likely due to their exposure at the event. 

A new series of jazz albums and cassettes is currently appearing in the 
record stores, the ambitious work of Haifa jazz producer Kae Baruch, on 
his own record label “Jazzis.”" Appropriately called Jazz in Jsrael, the series 
is already in its third release. The series seems to be directed towards export 
as all liner and labet notes appear in English. ᾿ 


JEAN CLAUDE Jones, Steve Peskoff and Jerry Garval of Kedma celebrat- 
ed the release of Facing East at the Pargod Theatre in Jerusalem last 
Saturday night with an audience args mainly of friends and other 
musicians, The concert consisted mainly of the material featured on the 
album, and remained quite true to the album versions. 

A blend of modern jazz with heavy Eastern elements characterizes the 
main direction of Kedma, The trio effort, according to producer Baruch, is 
το more natural than many international attempts to combine East and 

est. : : 

“In Israel,” Baruch explains in the liner notes, ‘where ali the cultures of 
the world are put together into one big melting pot, mixing heritage and 
tradition from the four corners of the globe, one does not have to make ἃ 
conscious effort to synthesize cultures." 

Indeed, the complexity which flows out of the guitars of Jones and 
Peskoff, backed by the exotic rhythmic textures provided by Garval, is in 
itself quite amazing. The merging of styles augments even further the 
complexity of the trio's efforts, which reach the peak on the second side of 
the album in the side-long piece Jerusalem -- East and West. 

The first side of the album opens with two pieces by Jones, Ahmed & 
Francis and Ahmed Under the Fig Tree — both, as their titles imply, bearing 
heavy Near Eastern musical elements, probably derived from Jones's Tuni- 
sian roots. Garval’s contribution, Vicious Circle, counter-balances these by 
tipping more to modern jazz and adding only touches of the East for 
additional flavouring. 


KEDMA was formed in 1986 by bassist Jean Claude Jones. Born in Tunisia, 
Jones has accomplished much in the four years since his arrival in Israel. 
including working witlt visiting jazz greats such as Stan Getz and Red 
Rodney. Jones has become an integral part of the local jazz scene and has 
played with quite 2 number of national ensembles, including Arahle Ka- 
minsky’s Platina and others. : 

American-born Steve Peskoff, the other founding member of Kedma. 
takes charge of the lead guitar work in the trio. Prior to his arrival to Israel in 
1986, Peskoff was active in the New York jazz scene, working with several 
top jazz nrtists including Charlies Moffett and Keshavan Maslak. 

Anvong percussionist Jerry Garval's various roles in the trio is playing the 
trombone, Garval, also American-born, has been here since 1964 and is 
himself one of the founding fathers of the local jnzz.scene. His credits in 
America include work with Charlie Haden, Steve Lacy and John Gilmore; 
over the course of his career, hie has released two self-praduced solo albums. 

Kedma remain true to their name and are definitely moving forward. The 
surge of interest jazz is enjoying at present in the cotintry bodes well for ἃ 
rich future for this genre in the coming year. a

MY INVERSE snobbery is always 
tickled by the fact that some of the 
country's best restaurants are to be 
found in the jumble of dilapidated 
buildings that stretch southward 
from the Old City of Jaffa. 

Indeed, for the casual visitor, 
many of these places are almost im- 

ible to find, and I can only do so 
stopping at one of the shops or 
kiosks along the main road. Having 
tead last week that the entire area is 
to be the object of Project Renewal, 
I can only hope that it is not ruined 
gastronomically. 

Hasucca Halevana (which is ren- 
dered as “The White Pavilion” in 
signs in English) has already been 
the object of much attention. If I 
have not reviewed it long ago, it was 
only because on more than one oc- 
casion I called for reservations only 


to find that there was no room. 
Once there, I noted that coming 
to Hasucca Halevana without a res- 
ervation is an exercise in one-up- 
manship which can only be equalled 
by gaining admittance to certain 
New York discotheques. If you can 
get in, you must be somebody. 


The chic exclusivity of the place is 
emphasized all the more by the very 
plain surroundings, simple tables 
and chairs under a thatched palm 
roof, and the fact that the waiter- 


partners are all rushing around in 
jeans and tce-shirts. Most of the pa- 
trons, on the other hand, seem to 
come dressed as bankers, or at least 
diplomats. 


NO SOONER had we sat down 
than a dish of white cheese with 
herbed olive vil and olives appeared 
on the table, followed quickly by an 
arruy of salads, the likes of which [ 
have not seen since the good old 
days when Isrielis would have lunch 
in Ramallah. 


Aniong the offerings were at least 
three kinds of eggplant, braised pep- 
pers, the usual humous and tehina, a 
peppery puree of fresh tomatocs, 
two kinds of cabbage salad and a 
large platter of plain undressed veg- 
etables, with large leaves of crisp 
lettuce ready to be chomped upon. 


# Within seconds, we had eaten the 


hot pittot on the table and called for 
more. 

hk was about this time that the 
waiter came by tu take our order for 
fish. As there were three of us, my 
companions chose calamary and 
shrimp respectively and U ordered 
barbunya, the little red fish that are 
rightly considered one of the delica- 
cies of the Mediterranean. 

In fact, the fish were all served on 
large platters put down in the centre 
of the table and we ended up sharing, 
the lot. All were fried, perfectly, in 
u light crisp cove 
fact, a limat te what one car 
nbont fresh fish, perfectly and sim 
ply cooked, but that does not dimin- 


ish from the enjoyment one has in 
eating it. 

Since our guest was a tourist, 1 
was especially happy that TE could 
take her 10 a restaurant that seemed 
to personify the best of the country’s 
informality. [t was partly because of 
the atmosphere that we decided to 
drink Goldstar beer, now happily 
packaped in large thirst-quenching 

attles. 

The main course was followed by 
Turkish coffec and mint tea (with a 
tea bag) that seemed part of the 
meal. With the coffee came a little 
dish of stewed apple, just enough to 
satisfy one’s desire for something 
sweet without being an overly heavy 
ending to the meal. 

The bill for the three of us came to 
NIS 100, NIS 25 for the salads and 
NIS 75 for the fish. 1 assume that the

Following The Circle, if not exact- 
ly in competition with it, comes Ca- 
meri's Mother Courage, at a decid- 
edly more serious intellectual tevel. 
Flere, Hun Ronen counteracts by 
bending over backwards to under- 
emphasize all the hitherto acclaimed 
features of the play -- the epic, hero- 
ic, anti-war, Marxist, historical-doc- 
umentary, even the famous alien- 
ation effect, in order to project his 
own interpretation of its vision and 
values. 

He dismisses time sequence, 
along with the other accepted as- 
pects of the Brechtian political, eco- 
nomic and humanistic position. Not 
much except confusion comes out of 
this, while a great deal of the play's 
originat significance is Jost. 


ANNA FIERLING, nicknamed 
Mother Courage on acount of her 
tenacity and temérity in the face of 
war-ravaged adversity, is a kind of 
commercial camp-follower who 
moves with her wares in ἃ horseless 
wagon, in the wake of the armies to 
which she peddles sundry ‘‘com- 
forts,” in order that she and her 
three children can survive. 

The year is 1624, the era the Thir- 
ty Years' War. The children, Eilif, 
Swiss Cheese and Kattrin, have all 
been fathered by different figures in 
a series of lovers long-since ‘con- 
signed to limbo. She has them har- 
nessed to her wagon, preying on the 
profits of war as they move from 
country to country, and from camp 
to camp. 

Her daughter is already war-dam- 
aged, robbed of speech after being 
taped. Her'sons, too, are destined 
to be victims of the military ma- 
chine, both conscripted despite her

against war, All three are eventually 
executed, victims of their own 


order to blur the period back- 
ground, the costumes and the weap- 
onry are a composite of medieval 
and modern props. Zipped-up, 
Jeans-like get-ups trimmed with rag- 
ged fur and animal skins suggest a 
timeless, brute barbarity. 

Mother Courage wears a First 
World War flying helmet and a car- 
tridge belt; the priest, a medieval 
cassock; while the soldiers sport a 
mix of iron mail and gasmasks, 
swords and pikes, bayonets and 
RPGs — a set of anachronisms that 
instead of supplying ἃ historical 
composite, jar with the full force of 
irreconcilables, 

The trouble was that there was no 
clear line between illusion and reali- 
ty. For example, if the apparel had 
the realistic ambiance of battle-bat- 
tered garb, would it be unreason- 
able to expect further signs of dete- 
fioration in the course of 30 years? 

In short, a sense of timelessness is 
not evoked by telescoping epochs, 
or by arbitrarily merging the arti- 
facts of diverse periods. But these 
are only minor details illustrating a 
confusion which becomes more ba- 
sic when we turn to the 
characterizations. 


TT ES A truism that the heroine de- 
mands an actress of outstanding tal- 
ent, one who in Brecht’s time would

pressed grief she should. 

For the rest, she achieved a por- 
trayal on the lines of any old bag of 
bones and busybody who sells old 
clothes in the Bezalel Shuk up the 
toad. 

Audiences love Zaharira. They 
may have loved her here, too. But 
emotional involvement of the spec- 
tator is contrary to the effect of un- 
impassioned critical detachment 
with which Brecht invested the 
character. 

As for the other roles, they are 
almost all caricatures, but overacted 
as they were here (even Yossi Car- 
mon's lusty Don Juan, endearingly 
amorous as it was, was never lascivi- 
ous), became caricatures of 
caricatures. 

To this, Kattrin, played by Anat 
Waxman, is an estimable exception. 
Whatever the director's declared 
concept of character here, this 
young actress created a vibrant, 
compassion-centred mute. a soul 
‘Struggling against the war-strangu- 
lated, anti-life currents of her cruel 
existence, that stood out above all 
else in the production. 

With this “child” performance, 
Waxman shows the makings of a 
great tragedienne. Signs of this have 
been visible in many of her recent 
appearances in other works. The 
delicacy of detail, sensitive hand 
work, eye shifts, face, neck and 
body movement, showed that acting 
without words calls for more than 
Mere pantomime and body tech- 
nique. The anguish, anxiety, love 
and playfulness she gave this part 
was the essence of pure acting.

Bridge Hanan Sher 


When to take winners 


THE MARK of a beginner at bridge is that he 
takes his winners early, allowing more experi- 
enced opponents to gauge his strength with 
great accuracy, and to therefore utilize their 
own resources to maximum effect. But while it 
is not usually advised to take winners prema- 
turely, there are, as usual, some important 
exceptions. 

That short but revealing beginning should 
make the line of defence on today's deal from 
aclub duplicate obvious, Nevertheless, it is up 
to you, Dear Reader, to find the proper defen- 
sive maneuver. (We'll describe the hand as it 
was played and defended, without any tell-tale 
hesitations; it is your job to shout “stop,” at 
the crucial moment.) 

We'll start by showing you only your hand, 
as West, the dealer. It is quite a powerful two- 
suiter, the 6-2-5-0 distribution making up for 
the fact that there are only 12 high-card 
points: West (D)

YOU OPEN THE BIDDING, perforce, with 
a call of one spade, and after North passes, 
East, your partner, responds one no-trump. 
South doubles, obviously for take-out, and 
you make the natural call of two diamonds. 
‘That’s passed around to South, who doubles 
again, asking partner to bid one of the other 
two suits. 

You can do no better than pass, North bids 
two hearts, South two no-trump, which is 
raised to three by North.

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NORTH, YOU NOTE with little satisfaction, 
has bid quite reasonably, considering that his 
gerinet sounds like the owner of the world's 
‘alr, 

So what does South have? We can start out 
by assuming that partner has six (or four or 
five) points for his one no-trump response, 
and that South has the remaining 14, 15 or 16. 
(Even if he has the maximum, he cannot be 
accused of underbidding.) 

And his maximum of 16 must include the 
ace, and probably the queen of spades, two of 
the top diamond honours, and at least one of 
the top clubs. We should be able to learn more 
when declarer plays from dummy. 

South calls for the ten of diamonds from 
dummy, and that is covered by East’s jack and 
South’s queen. South now plays a small heart 
from his hand, winning with the king when 
you play low. He plays dummy's quecn of 
hearts, and you win with the ace. 

A spade does not seem like a good return, 
into deciarer's probable ace-queen. He'll sim- 
ply win the ten in dummy, and continue with 
the run of the hearts. And there are no clubs 
to play, so diamonds it must be. You try a 
small one, which is won by the king you knew 
all along that South had, and a third heart to 
dummy precedes the cashing of the other two 
high cards in that suit. 

You perforce discard low spades on all 
three heart winners, and watch as declarer 
leads the queen af clubs from dummy, cov- 
ered by the king from East and South's ace. 
You discard a spade here, too, but it does not 
help. South produces the four of diamonds, 
putting you on lead to cash three diamond 
winners. But after that, all you can do is lead 
away from your king-jack of spades into 
South's ace-queen, allowing him to make the 
last two tricks and his contract.

SOUTH WAS fortunate, you note, to find the 
hearts 3-2, with the ace doubleton. That al- 
lowed him entry to dummy, to cash his win- 
ners. But although he was lucky, he also read 
the cards correctly. 

But, you know, you could have stopped 
him, luck and all. Don’t you know where? 
Was it at Trick Four, when you led a small 
diamond? Wouldn't ace and another diamond 
have been any better, removing his exit card 
and keeping out of a humiliating end-play? 

Not exactly. After ace and another dia- 
mond, won by the king, South makes the 
contract by end-playing East in clubs. After 
finishing the hearts, he plays the quecn of 
clubs from the dummy, winning the ace when 
East covers, Now the ace of spades removes 
East's only card in that suit, and only card of 
exit. And the ten of clubs, followed by a small 
club to the nine, assures nine tricks, 

So what is there to do? A diamond icad at 
the fourth trick is a certain Joser, and so is 
a spade. You do not have clubs, and you have 
already played out all your hearts, so the 
logical conclusion is that this prablem is some 
kind of joke, that there is no ee solution. 

But that’s not true af all. The problem is 
that you were on lead at ‘Trick Four, after 
winning the second round of hearts and leav- 
ing yourself with no exit card. The proper, and 
only safe, exit card after winning the ace of 
hearts is the smail heart —if only you had one. 
In order to have one, you'd have to win the 
ace of hearts at Trick Two, taking your winner 
early to avoid the humillating end-play.

A CHESS festival with 14 participants was 
held earlier this month at the Bikurei Ha‘itim 
Centre in Tel Aviv.

The best definition for Menahem 
Golan's picture would be “the offi- 
cial version.” That is, the kind of 
version the spokesman for the Min- 
istry for Education and Culture 
would clear without any hesitation. 
Even Her Majesty's Government 
couldn't quarrel with it and the 
Hungarians, supposedly the real vil- 
lains, allowed most of it to be shot in 
Budapest, 


For the few who may not know 
the story of Hanna Senes: She was 
born in Hungary in 1921, the daugh- 
ter of a well-to-do Jewish family. 
When the Fascists took over, she 
left her family and immigrated in 
1938 to Palestine, enrolled in the 
agricultural school in Nahalal, then 
joined a kibbutz, Sdot Yam, as a 
fisherwoman and wrote poetry. 


Approached by members of the 
Hagana, she voluntecred for what 
was clearly a suicide mission behind 
the German lines in Eastern Eu- 
rope. Together with a number of 
other young people her own age, 
like Abba Berdichev, Haviva Reik, 


There, the British believed, she 
would work for them. The Hagana 
had other plans, but nothing came 
of them because Senes was caught 


Cruelly tortured by her captors until 
she divulged her identity, she was 
executed without a proper trial on 
the eve of the Russian invasion of 
Budapest. 


The film opens with Hanna train- 
ing under British instruction 
for the mission, then goes into a 
flashback showing everything 
preceding the decision to volunteer, 
fromthe moment she realized there 
was no future for Jews outside their 
own homeland. The story proceeds 
through the Yugoslav interlude and 
the sabotage of what was assumed to 
be a munitions train that turned out 
to be carrying Jews to the extermi- 
nation camps. By the middle of the 
picture, Hanna has already crossed 
the border into the hands of Hungar- 
ian strongman Horthy's henchmen. 

The second part is entirely dedi- 
cated to Hanna's imprisonment and 
resembles the story of the Passion in 
every detail. The fiendish brutality 
Of the interrogators is pitted against 
her determination not to betray nei- 
ther her friends, her family nor the 
Purpose of the mission. 

According to the script, only. 
when she recalls a promise made to 
her by the British before she left, 
that her family would be taken care 
of and taken to safety long before 
she was to reach Hungary, does she 
Consent to reveal her real name, but 
discovers that her mother is still in 
Budapest. The police immediately 
arrest her mother in order to black-

When the judges do not deliver 
the death sentence on time, the in- 
quisitor in charge of the investiga- 
tion arranges for a firing squad on 
his 6wn authority and orders the 
execution. Hanna was barely 23 at 
the time. 


SEVERAL MONTHS ago, an au- 
thentic monograph of the life of a 
saint, Therese, made by a French 
film maker Alain Cavalier, was 
shown here. Very stylized and clear- 
ly mindful of the requirements of 
the Church, Cavalier managed to 
introduce in a very subtle way his 
own reflections and opinions. This 
did not concern in the least St. The- 
rese’s own person or conduct, but it 
did concern the exigencies of her 
circumstances, which made her 
what she was. 

No such attempt is made here. An

shouldn't indulge in such fancies. {t 
is supposed to be mystical in nature 
and accepted on faith. 

The only problem is that we live 
in a faithless era and have damnably 
inquisitive natures. We want an- 
swers, but the picture shics away 
from giving us any. Maybe it is be- 
cause many of the people involved 
are still alive; maybe because con- 
troversy would go against the grain 
of a story dedicated to heroism and 
self-sacrifice, 

In any case, the result is a well- 
intentioned, praiseworthy but one- 
dimensional version of Hanna Se- 
nes’s life, Try as you tnay, you will 
find it difficult to grasp the exact 
nature of the mission on which she 
was dispatched, you will wonder at 
the hazy explanation given of her 
capture, you will ask yourselves why 
all efforts to make her talk stopped 
at a certaln point, for this cannot be 
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Neat answers to these questions lead 
directly into public controversies 
still unresolved. None of them puts 
even the slightest blemish on Hanna 
herself, but many of the characters 
around her might have emerged ina 
different light. 

The same is true of choracteriza- 
tion. No speculation is allowed here, 
a clear-cut division is made between 
heroes and vil , ho heating 
around the bush is permitted. Each 
character is conscious of playing a 
part on the stage of Llistory, mere 
human dimensions are (oo puny for 
such magisterial roles. 


HOWEVER, THERE IS no doubt 
that this film will he highly service- 
able. For years to come it will be 
shown on festive occasions, school- 
children will be massively exposed 
to it, and if my information is cor- 
rect, the six hours of television out 
of which this picture has been con- 
densed will be a regular feature on 
Educational TV. 

Menahem Golan spared no effort 
to make this as imposing a produc- 
tion as possible, with crowd scenes, 
battles and poctie sunsets, intcr- 
spersed with numerous quotations 
from Hanna's poems. His cast, with 


original. In spite of the running time 
~ 160 minutes - the action rarely 
lags. The outcome is efficient up to a 
certain point. In others words, it is a 


a real person and of real incidents. 
But to find out what they really 
were, you have to go and look 
elsewhere. 


AND NOW FOR something entire- 
ly different. Preston Surges was one 
of Hollywood's most mystifying 
genuises. A master comedy drama- 
tist and scriptwriter in the Thirties, a 
master director of comedies in the 
Forties and a complete failure in the 
Fifties, his life would probably make 
as crazy a film as anything he has 
ever fashioned himself. And that 
would be no mean achievement, 
since. together with Ernst Lubitsch 
and Frank Capra he is considered 
one of the all-time masters of Amer- 
ican film comedy. 

Completely forgotten in Israet for 
over 30 years, the retrospective of 
his films were the rage of last year's 
Haifa Film Festival, and a late acriv- 
al, scheduled to be shown there, is 
now being released commercially. 

Ludy Eve is certainly one of the 
best Sturges around. The animated 
snake squirming through the open- 
ing credits und the title itself leave 
no douht about the intention. This is 
Adam getting a second chance after 
having been cheated oul of Paradise 
once, and needless lo say, he fails 
again. 

Poor Adan, so happy and confi- 
dent among the animals in the heart 
of the jungle, doesn’t have a chance 
once he approaches the luxury liner 
which is to take him home to his 
father's estate in Connecticut. Even 
before he has reached the gungway 
an apple drops on his head from far 
above, dainlily released from the 


second one to prove he his learned 
something. Leave it to Sturges to 
show you there is always one other 
fesson you have missed, and the best 
thing to do is accept that you'll nev- 
er know it all and grab your chances 
where you can and don't ask too 
many questions. What you don't 
know won't hurt you. 

That Sturges was an utterly im- 
moral person was part of his charm 
but also the origin of many of his 
troubles, Look at this picture, shot 
in 1941, when America still played 
at being proper and righteous τὸ the 
extreme. The real herves here are a 
buneh of crooks, card-shacps travel- 
ling on expensive liners and picking 
up small fortunes from the foolish 
rich who seem to be only too eager 
to part with some of their inherited 
fortunes.

But that is only the first pare of the 
picture, in which Sturges lays the 
foundation for a manic climax in 
which revenge is taken on puritani- 
cal stupidity. 

Still, it isn’t the story which makes 
this movie, but Sturges’s inimitable 
style. First, the casting, which has a 
symbo! of American upright and up- 
tight morality, Henry Fonda, play- 
ing against his type, that is not as a 
hero but as a clumsy hopeless vic- 
tim, putty in the hands of Barbara 
Stanwyck, one of Hollywood's 
smartest cookies. And next ta them, 
delightful Charles Coburn as the 
fake colonel and Eugene Palette as 
Pike Sr., whose temper when not 
served breakfast promptly is a tas- 
terful piece in its own right. Not to 
mention dre team of Sturges regu- 
lars, headed by Wiham Demarest 
as the Runyonesque Mugsy. 

Sturges orchestrates the story and 
the charactets brilliantly throuph- 
out, whether if is anwyck com- 
menting on the gold-diggers trying 
to approach Pike, ws everything is 
seen through the micrar of her com- 
pact, or the curicatural declaration 
of love as the sun goes down - per- 
fect bul for the head of a horse 
constantly getting into the frame.
